THE CONFERENCE. 

Whatever may have been the intent 
in sending the commission on the 
school question from Ottawa to Winni- 
peg, the result has been good, in that 
it has defined the question at issue 
more clearly than ever before, and 
yet has shown that neither side is al- 
tozether as unreasonable as was at one 
time supposed. The offer of the Do- 
tainion commissioners, while it did 
demand the re-establishment of separate 
schools did not demand a return to the 
condition of educational affairs which 
existed in Manitoba up to 1890 and 
which it isthe alleged purpose of the 
socalled remedial bili to re-establish. 
While ‘there were difficulties and dis- 
advantages attending the actual work- 
ing of this proposal, as was clearly 
pointed out by the Manitoba commis- 
sioners, it is possible that some re-ar- 
rangemeni of the terms might have 
been made that would have avoided 
these difficulties. But it did not ap- 
pear tobe in the power of the Domin- 
ion commissioners to make any such re- 
arra:.gement except in minor particulars, 
while the Manitoba commissioners were 
prevented from accepting the principle 
of separate schools in any form by the 
mandate which they had received at 
the late elections. Although unable to 
accept the principle of separate schools, 
which was the central point of the 
Dominion commissioners offer, in their 
counter proposal they cleared themselves 
completely from any charge of intoler- 
ance towards the religious views of the 
minority by offering to permit the 
teaching of Roman Catholic doctrine 
in schools in Roman Catholic com- 
munities, or where a portion of the 
children were Roman Catholics, at the 
option of the trustees. In further 
proof that they had no ill feeling to- 
wards the Roman Catholic minority, in 
their argument on the proposal of the 
Dominion commissioners they said as 
to text books: ‘It will be impossible to 
“to provide by statute that the text 
“‘Gooks should be satisfactory to the 
* Roman Catholic minority; but we 
“have no doubt that if other points 
“could be agreed upon an arrangement 
“could be arrived at on the text bock 
“question which would be mutually 
“satisfactory. We regard this part_of 
“the difficulty as comparatively easy 
“of adjustment.” Continuing they 
said: ‘We would have no objection 
“to the {Catholic people being repre- 
‘sented on the advisory board, and the 
“board of examiners. In point of fact 
“his grace the late archbishop was 
“offered a seat on the advisory board.” 
The demand for a ‘separate normal 
school, they absolutely refused and the 
Dominion commissioners replied that 
they did not insist upon separate nor- 
mal schools. The Dominion commission- 
ers demanded 1, Separate schools. 2. 
Text books that would not be offeasive. 
3. Catholic representation on the ad- 
visory and examining boards. 4. Separ- 
ate normal schools. Of these demands 


_the fourth was.withdrawn, the second 


and third were practically conceded,and 
a reasonable substitute offered for the 
first. A conference that came sc nearly 
reaching a settlement on a question 
which has hitherto been supposed to be 
impossible of solution, cannot be con- 
sidered to have been useless. It show- 
ed that there was a conciliatory spirit 
on both sides, even when the Manitoba 
commissioners had the express declara- 
tion of the province against separate 
schools behind them, and the Dominion 
commissioners had a substantial parlia- 
mentagy majority behind them. That 
it was possible to come so near a settie- 
ment under such adverse circumstances 
shows very clearly that had a like at- 
tempt been madea year ago, before 
passions on both sides had heen inflam- 
ej and the leaders forced into a position 
which made compromise impossible, it 
would have been successful, and the 


school question would have been settled 
on fairer terms to both sides, certainly 
than are contained in the remeilial bill. 
It should not be forgotten that a propos- 
al of that nature was made a year ago— 
when in all probability it would have 
been effective—by an individual of 
the name of Laurier, who for making 
the suggestion has since been accused 
of being everything contemptible and 
dastardly, by the very men who laid 
down the propositions to be submitted 
to the conference, and who would have 
been pleased beyond measure if it 
had been successful. 

While the conference showed that 
there is every possibility of a satisfac- 
tory settlement of the so-called school 
difficulty—that both parties desire a 
settlemer:t and are willing to made sub- 
stantial concessions——the fact that it 
was not fully and finally successful 
must also be taken to prove ‘that bluff 
and blaster are not effective weapons in 
these daysin Canada, as the resurrect- 
ed “ war horse of Cumberland” and his 
friends are finding out to their cost. 
To everyone belongs the right to advise 
and persuade, but none are given the 
right to dictate. 


THE DEBATE. 


In views of the charge of obstruction of 
the remedial bill made against the liberals 
the following passage from the report of the 
proceedings of April Ist, may be of interest: 
Aiter midnight most of the discussion em- 
akg from the ministerial side of the 

ouse. 


At 2 o’clock the discussion on clause one 
was resumed by Mr. Mills. 


At 3 o’clock clause one was declared 
carried, after Mr. Mills had rsiterated. that 
parliament was usurping the funciien of the 
province in creating a Catholic school board. 
as that was not a right or privilege. 


Mr. Weldon agreed with him, while Hon. 
Messrs, Daly, Ives and Ouimet differed. 

Clause two passed without discussion, 
but the French members objected to clause 
three, because it gave pcwer to the local 
government to make rules and regulations 
for the administraticn of separate schools, a 
provision which they contended did not 
agree with other clauses of the bill. 

Mr. Cuimet argued that the clause was 
necessary to secure the legality of the bill 
and was insisted upon by Mr. Ewart, who 
could be depended upon to have the interests 
of the minority at heart. 


Mr, Lariviere moved, seconded by Mr. 
MclIsaac, that sub-section 2 be struck out. 


Mr. Daly said the clause insured that the 
proposed Catholic board would not have 
greater power than the old board had prior 
to 1890. The amendment, was lost and the 
clause then carried.

SOUTH AFRICA. 


A Cape Town despatch, of March 28th, 
says that Frederick Selous, of Matabeleland, 
whose ranch was raided by Matebeles, and 
himself compelled to take refuge in Bulu- 
wayo, went out from that place on the 27th, 
with a force of volunteers, met and defeated 
a force of the raiders and re-captured his 
cattle. Five troopers were killed in the 
engagement. The whites throughout the 
Matabele country have gathered in tempor- 
ary forts. One of these contains one thou- 
sand people, mostly women and children 
with s very smal! stock of provisions. 
Communication is still open with Buluwayo, 
but may be closed at any time and travel- 
ling is dangerous in all parts of the country. 
Many murders by Matabeles are reported. 
A largs number of native police who had 
been enlisted by the chartered company 


have joined the insurrection, or indeed pos- |. 


sibly incited it. One posse of them murder- 
ed their inspector. Buluwayo, Salisbury 
and other posts are being put in a state of 
defence and men are being <rmed as fast as 
arms can be procured, But it appears that 
arms are scarce, owing to the large quantity 
that were smuggled into the Transvaal re- 
public in anticipation of Jamesen’s raid. 
Lobengula’s son has returned to Matebele 
land to head the insurrection. On the 26th, 
Capt. Spreckl7 met and repulsed a large 
body of\ Matabeles and inflicted heavy 
losses on them. He had only one man 
wounded. The Boers of the Transvaal are 
also arming and evidently preparing for a 
Sight. A Cape Town despatch of the 3lst, 
says that the situation is not improving. 
All the British can do is to hold their 
ground until supplies of arms and _ re-en- 
forcements arrive, and in many cases where 
small parties are isolated, it is feared they 
will not beable to do that, and that many 


1 £S*wilt be lost before help can reach them. 


Communication with Buluwayo was still 
open. Although the uprising is unfortuaate 
and ‘the loss of life necessarily resulting to 
be regretted, there is no doubt that when it 
is over the question of British supremacy in 
South Africa will be definitely settled. No 
better reason for such @ settlemené could be 
given than the present uprising. If the 
Boers, as weil as the Matabele, are anxious 
to try conclusions, this would seem to be s 
most opportune time.

THE SCHOOL QUCSTION. 


The text of the propositions submitted én 
both sides and the rejoinders thereto at the 
conference on the Manitoba school question 
are published in the Winnipeg papers. The 

roposition of the Dominion commissioners 
is as follows: 

Legislation shall be passed at the present 
session of the Manitoba legislature to pro- 
vide thai in towns and villages where there 
are resident, say, twenty-five Roman 
Catholic children of school age, and in cities 
where there ara, say, fifty of such children, 
the board of trustees shall arrange that such 
children shall have a school house or_ school 
room for their own use, where they may be 
taught by a Roman Catholic teacher, and 
Remar Cathelic parents, or guardians, say, 
ten innumber, may appeal to the depart- 
ment of education from any decision or 
neglect of the board in repect of its duty 
under this clause, and the board shall 
okserve and carry out all decisions and 
directions of the department on any such 
appeal. 

Provision shall be ms de by this legislation 
that schools wherein the majority of child- 
ren are Catholics shall be exempted from 
the requirements of the regulations as to the 
religious execcises. 

That text books bs permitted in Catholic 
schools such as will not offend the religious 
views of the minority, and which from an 
educational standpoint shall be satisfactory 
to the advisory board. 

Catholics to have representation on the 
advisory board. 

Catholics to have representation on the 
board of examiners appointed to examine 
teachers for certificates. 

It is also claimed that Catholics should 
have assistance in the maintenance o* Nor- 
mal schools for the education of their 
teachers. 


The existing system of permits to non- 
qualified teachera in Catholic schools to be 
continued for, say, two yerrs, to enable 
them to ee: and then to be entirely dis- 
continued. 

In all other respects the schools at which 
Catholics attend to be public echools and 
subject to every provision of the education 
acta for the time being in force in Manitoba. 

A written agreement having been arriv- 
ed at and the necessary legislation passed 
the remedial bill now before parliament is to 
be withdrawr, and any rights and 
privileges which might be claim- 
ed by the minority in view of the decision 
of the judicial committee of the privy 
council shall during the due observance of 
such agreement remain in abeyance and be 
not further insisted upon,” 

To this the Manitoba ccmmissioners re- 
plied at great length pointing out the 


difficulties in the way of adopting the pro- 
position and concluding by submitting th 


———— 


following counter prepositions : 


Our proposition is in the form of an 
alternative : 

First—Should it be accepted ss a satis- 
factory meastre of relief to the minority, 
and as remoyiag their grievances: Wohere- 
by offer to completely secularize the public 
schocl system, eliminating religious exer- 
cises and teaching of every kind during 
school hours. We desire to be understood 
in connection with this proposition that it is 
made as a compromise offer, and not as em- 
bodying th: policy which the government 
and legislature of the province are them- 
selves desirous of pursuing. We are willing, 
however, to adopt such a measure in order 
te atiain a settlement of the dispute. 

Second—In the alternative we offer to 
repeal the present provision of the school 
act relating to religious exereises, and to 
enact in substance the following: 

‘**No religious exercises or teaching to 
take place in any public sohool, except as 
provided in theact. Such exercises and 
teaching, when held, to be between half 
past three and four o’clock inthe after- 
noon. 


** Tf authorized by resolution of the trus- 
tees, such resolution to be assented to by a 
mejority, religious exercises and teaching 
to be held in any public school between 3:30 
and four o’clock ia the afternoon. Such 
exercises and teaching to be conducted by 
any Christian clergyman, whose charge in- 
cludes any portion of tlie sehool district, or 
by any person satisfsctory to a majority of | 
the trustees who may be authorized by said 
clergyman to act in his stead, the trustees 
to allot the pericd fixed for religious exer- 
cises or teaching for the different days of 
the week to the representatives of the 
different religious denominations to which 
the pupils may belong in sach a way as to 
proportion the time allotted as nearly as | 
possible to the number of pupils in theschool 
of the respective denominations. Two or 
more denominations to have the privilege of 
uniting for the purpose of such religious 
exercises. If no duly authorized repre- 
sentative ofany denominations attend, the 
regular school work to be carried on until 
4 o’clock.” 

‘No pupil to be permitted to be present 
at such religious exercises or teaching, if the 
parents shall object. Insuch easc the pupil 
to be dismissed at 3:30.” 

‘* Where the school room accommodation 
at the disposal of the trustees permits, ‘n. ; 
stead of alloting different days of the week | 
to different denominations, the trustees to 
direct that the pupils shall be separated 
and placed in different rooms for the pur- 
pose of religious exercises, as may be con- 
venient.” 

The Dominion commissioners replied at 
great length tothe criticism of their offer 
by the Manitoba commissioners. The only 
allusion they made to the counter proposal 
by Manitoba was the tollowing : 

‘* Neither of the propositions which you 
make would, as it appears to us, remove the 
sense of unjust treatmert, existing amongst 
the rainority,nor would they possess the ele- 
ments of permansncy and freedom from 
friction in administration which are cer- 
tainly necessary for a final and peaceable 
solution of existing difficulties.” 

The final reply of Mantoba contains the 
following clauses : 

Your proposition aima at the legal recog- 
nition by the legislature of Manitoba of the 
right to the Roman Catholic people to 
separate for school purposes. Our pro- 
position aims at removing every practical 
objection to the present system without 
giving a legal right to separate. We under- 
stand that by order-in-couneil your author- 
ity is limited to making a settlement satis- 
factory to the minority, and that asa mat- 
= of fact the minority will accept nothing 
rau of statutory reeognition of the right

cluded by our declaration of policy preced- 
ing our last election from assenting to such 
statutory recogniticpv. While joining with 
you inthe earnest desire to reach a settle- 
ment, we are unable to suggest any way of 
reconciling these two p-opoaitions. 

We cannot but express. our regret and 
disappointment atthe failure of our nego- 
tiations. We assumed when a conference 
was asked for by the federal government, 
with full knowledge of the fact that we 
were clearly stopped by the terms of the 
order-in-council of Dec. 20th, 1895, .from 
assenting to the re-establishment of separate 
schools in any form, that it was with the 
object of securing subatantial modifications, 
which while falling short of the principle of 
separation, would remove every alleged 
reason for Roman Catholic opposition to the 
use of the public schools. We think that 
the proposition which we have made would, 
if adop:ed, remove every such reason, and 
it is therefore such a proposition we believ- j 
ed you had come prepared to accept; Its 
non-acceptance apparently is due to the de- 
termination of the minority to insist upon 
the most extreme, and in our opirion, un- 
sound view of their legal rights. 

It also appears that any settlement be- 
tween the government of the Dominion and 
that of Manitoba must, by the very terms 
of our instructions. be subject to the sanc- 
tion of a third party, and while all the mem- 
bers of both governments might approve of 
our proposition, or any other submitted, as 
containing everything that in reason and in 
equity, ought to be conceded, nevertheless 
that approval would be worthless without 
the sanction of the representatives of the) 
minority. 

Ina word, we are absolutely debarred 
from conceding a system of Roman Catholic 
and state aided separate schools while the 
representatives of the minority, and, asa 
consequence the federal government, wil 
accept nothing less. 


In conclusion we have the honor to siate 
that notwithstanding tie failure of the pre- 
sent negotiations, the government of the 
province will aiways be prepared to receive 
and discuss any suggestion which may be 
made with a view to removing any inequal- 
ities that may be shown to exist in the pre- 
sent law.
